Ur laſt ro you mentioned the buſinefle of 
HMarleborough taken by the Enemy, of which 
my Lord Generall received ——— by 
one yeſterday, thatthe Towne had in «bur tory 
complcatly armed men, the Forces expected tram 
the, Countrie . nnder the Canned of ,Sir £/ 
ward Baynton, being not yer.come-th tothein. 

the Kings Forces were about 4000. men, whit! 
came warh Granadoes, Petards, and Drakes. Not-

withſtanding all their preparation, the Towne ſo 
oppoſed them cheycould nor-fite ir, but by ſome 
boyes which crept into ſomethatched her th and 
ſo-fired them. Which being fo unexpected, amy 
zed the people, who hopelkefle with-rhat werke 
forceto hos the Towne long, thearmed men x6+ 
tued,' and in the eveningthe Enemy entred, who 
there commirted the fame wncizaxe, inhumane, and 
cruell aGtions to rhe Women there, as their fellow 
devils have done in ireland, They tooke above an 
hundred of the poore: Country men priſoners, = 
hged —_ the Towne; ſlew only rwo, but 
toſt divers of their owne, redeemed the Lord Sey+ 
mers Lady, and ſoretrcated for Oxford; Our Fors 
ces then at \Newbwry,' marched” rowards Wanraze, 
fell upon thar Reate, tookse divers prifoners, flew 
about forty, tooke alſo moſt of the pillage, they 
had gotten from Marteboroweh, _—

Marleberough 1s taken by the Kings party, withithe 
loffe of many-of their men; } and of but two. ot our 
horſe, -mahy taken priſoners , the honeſt women 
bafcly abuſcd, ſtripe naked and worſe: ours bave 
rakenmany of theirs roche number of 30.8 df five 
Waggons intercepted by:GolonellGrdwin;' wee 
have cauſe to wonder that the Cirit ſhould bee fo 
unlike themſelves, thar when they haye authoricy 
and power in their hinds ſhould: not dare; to. ſhew 
themſelves againſtthe Malignant party; but rather 
chooſeto let-cthe worke fall rorthe gtound, and 
tuine themſelves and the whole kingdome, and 
evgage God againſt them, ratherthen hazard the 
dipleaſure-ot lame great ones, -enemics! of God, 
whoſebteath 11s-11 their noſttills.)
